OFF IN MIXIJUA 1>1VI- 


There ate two discouraging elements 


In the incorporated mining industries 
at present. One is the few new dis- 
coveries that are being reported and the 
frequency of assessments, and the other 
is the decrease in the number of divi- 
dend-paying mines. It seems like a 
long time since there was a body of ore 
reported in any of the Comstock mines 
The outside mines are doing no better. 
In the meantime the calls for mouey 
for mining developments are kept up 
with great regularity and annoying 
frequency. 
All this could be borne 


patiently, if this were all. Butone after 
another of the mines hitherto relied 
upon for dividends are dropping out 
from that role. The San Fruuuiaoo 
Bulletin saya it is now a year since the 
last dividand was puid on the Euroka 
Consolidated und Now York Hill. 
The 


Deaclwood Terra has not paid since last 
last January. The Father cle Scaet has 
P'iid only three dividends this y«ar 
acid none since April. The Ontario, 
after paying regularly overy month for 
several years, stopped last Jnaiiary, The 
Northern Bslle, another pretty reliable 
mine, has not paid siuco April. 
The 


Contention Consolidated, 
which has 


passed only two monthly dividends in 
three years, stopped paying last month. 
This is said to be due to the erection ol 
Cornish pumps. 
The Navajo, 
aftei 


paying eight consecutive monthly divi- 
dends, passed the dividend for June 
and also for this month. The Christy 
has not paid since February. The Sil- 
yer King, which has paid every month 
since October, 1880, has passed the 
dividend for July. 
We have seen no 


notice of the Homestake dividend this 
month, now fully due. 


THE PKOSPECTOIl-S MIRAUE. 


An old Comstook miner named Keller, 


came down from Virginia yesterday 
morning on his way to North San Juan, 
where he lived and worked at placer 
mining 25 years ago. 
He has been iu 


Nevada 23 year^, and 20 years of that 
was spent in the Comstock mines, and 
during all these long years he has never 
been out of the State. 
Like thousands 


of Californiaus who left that State in the 
long ago, he knows of a place where he 
can make an ounce a day easily. 
He 


discovered it and prospected enough to 
know that there is "millions iu it 
and is confident the place has uever 
been touched by anybody. Ha is now 
going back, full of years and experience 
to take a, look at the old diggings, con- 
fident that it fortune awaits him. 
Im- 


agine the feelings of this zealous 
miner when ho steps from the stago ul 
his old home iu San Juan. The village 
he left is not there. No familim face nor 
kindly welcome. Not a familiar land- 
mark visible, save perhnps the ragged 
old Sierras. The trsils leading into the 
mountains, worn smooth by the tread 
of busy miners, have been obliterated. 
The canyons have grown smaller aud 
the mountains have dwarfed to insig- 
nificant hills, and worst of all, thu old 
diggings, the source of many a mid- 
night air castle, the object of his senvch, 
cannot be found — it in not there. 


THE 
KS- STKIKiK. 


The 
telegraph 
companies having 


failud to comply with tho demand of 
the operators a general "strike" took 
place yesterday morning, all of the 
operators in the leading cities joining 
the movement. We have watched with 
considerable interest the efforts of the 
operators to obtain justice, have deem- 
ed their requests reasonable, and hope 
they will be successful in securing their 
recognition by (ho Western Union Com- 
pany, a corporation that can well afford 
to pay its employes clecuut wages for a 
decent day's work. It is paying divi- 
dends on a capital stock of eighty mill- 
ions, three fourths of which can cor- 
rectly be dubbed "watered." This has 
been done at the expense of the people, 
and by making slaves of their work- 
men. Tais is a

"strikers" should be maintained by a 
public opinion which will cause a vic- 
tory for the operators.

Sixteen Men Surround a Lunatic 


ana ISnoot Him to Dentil. 


The particulars regarding the murder 


of the insane man Jenks in Pnhrunagat 
Valley are given by the Pioohe Record, 
as follows: "As near as we can learn, 
Charley Jenks was killed in the follow- 
ing manner: Jenks was trailed to his 
place in the mountains by several whites 
and Indians. 
After n few exchange 


shots with Jenks, in which the pursuing 
party opened the fire on him, the latter 
made them all hunt their holes, and aid 
•vas sent for. Upon tho arrival of rein- 
forcements, making sixteen 
persons, 


including whites and Indians, the rocks 
which concealed Jenks were surrounded 
and fire opened on him from all direc- 
tions. 
Being attacked on all sides by 


hidden foes, Jonks started to run, when 
he was hit in the breast by a ball and 
fell dead immediately. Wheu the par- 
ties went and exuminod tho body of the 
dead man it was found that his guu wat 
empty and a cartridge was not to be 
found around the person of the dead. 
Jeulis used to get his food by going to 
tho houses of the settlors after daik. 
The settlers would supply him with food, 
but there nevor wus an attempt made to 
capture the insane man, a feat that 
could have been very easily accom- 
plished. Jeuks labored under the hal- 
lucination that members of the Masonic 
Order were after and trying to kill him. 
He said that he made efforts to escape 
from Puhranagat Valley on several oc- 
casions, but was prevented doing so by 
the Mnsous heading him off."
